U) sieve AMERICA received the 
report of its infulted Envoys with deep-felt 
indignation. The difclofure of their dif.

the {lrong man of old from the lap of Deli- 
lah. Lventhe zealous votaries of France, 
the bitter revilcrs of the American adminif- 
tration, were flruck with a momentary afton- 
ithment and flood aghaft. Their weapons 
dropped from their trembling hands. The 
dupatches arrived from our Envoys while 
Congrefs was in feflion ; and it is a well at- 
tefted faét, that fome of the oppofition-mem- 
bers declared, in fubfance, on the floor of 
the houfe, that all] divifion of fentiment ref- 
peéting France was ended, and that they were 
ready to come forward and unite with the fed- 
eralifis in meafures of public defence. 

Such, however, was the inveteracy of 
fome of the leaders of the oppofition, that 
the hopes of returning harmony and union 
gleamed but for a moment. 

Ah! “ Never can true reconcilement grow ; 

Where wounds of deadly hate have pierc’d so deep.” 

The mighty tafk of aroufing g, animating 
and reorganizing the aftounded party, atahis 
critical junéture, devolved on him, who 
‘* rides in the whirlwind and dire@s the 
florm.””

The aforecited fentiments, firft uttered by 
the prime mover and van-leader of the party, 
were quickly circulated through the medi- 
um of the oppofition-papers over the whole 
country, and foon became a part of the anti- 
federal creed. The Envoys were denounc- 
ed as dupes and blockheads, while the im- 
maculate purity of the French Direétory was 
an article of unqueftionable belief. 

The independent fpirit and eventual tri. 
umph of federal repudlicani/m retrieved the 
American charaéter from the difgrace and 
{corn under which it was then finking. It 
was the intrepid band of federalifts that bra- 
ved the threats and checked the Coloffal 
ftrides of France, while the party which now 
arrogates all patriotifm to itfelf, not merely 
flood aloof, but induftrioufly thwarted the 
neceffary meafures ot public defence. It 
was this reproached band that again faved 
the nation from the horrible fangs and de- 
vouring jaws of the Gallic dragon. 





The federalifts, on that trying occafion, 
difplayed the genuine fpirit of 76. Wiha) 
truly republican pride, they revolted indig- 
nantly at the idea of fubmiflion to a foreign

The imperious voice of necefhiry demand. 
ed an armed navy. There was no alterna. 
tive between the rearing of a navy and an ab- 
je& helplefs fubmifhion to boundiefs infults 
and indignities, to immeafurable depredations 

nd piracies, aggravated by the contempt and 
feorn of the world. Accordingly a mavy 
was proje&ted, built and equipped, tho’ in its 
commencement and in every flage of its pro- 
grefs, it met with the flrenuous and violent 
oppofition of the anti-federal ** fet.” 
conftantly reprobated and derided the meaf- 
ure, ufed every art and-effort to render it 
odious in the public view, and unitedly 
ftruggled to thwart its progrefs and prevent 
its completion. This navy, which rofe into 
exiflence amidft the ‘univerfal hiflings and 
execrations of the anti-federalifts, lowered 
the hauglity tone and checked the plunder. 
ing fyfem of France ; and, in the mean 
time, it proportionally raifed the American 
chara€ter and procured refpeét abroad and 
confidence athome. But for this navy, o 
nation muft have funk, in the view of for 
eign powers, to the loweft grade of con- 
tempt, and would have invited their infults 
and buffetings. But for a fragment of this 
navy that efeaped the wreck, which the new

have been by federal frizates, might have 
multiplied and extended their depredations, 
ard led thoufands of Americans in the chains. 
of hopelefs captivity. 

Tam not fo bigoted to party as to think 
‘that the federal adminiftrations have poflefied 
political infallibility, or that federal meafures 
have been right inevery individual inflance ; 
but their fyftem in.its leading features and 
great outlines, has been truly republican— 
has been juit and noble, and has faved the 
nation from difgrace and ruin. A paragraph 
in the anfwer of the Senate of Mailachufetts 
to the fpeech of Governor Srrone ( January 
23, 1801,) is here in point.——‘' As we have 
ftill a confidence in the holy oracles of our 
religion, (obferved that venerable body,) and 
therefore believe that a tree may be known 


by its fruit, fo we think that no honeft man 


can pronounce that form of Government to 
be bad, or that adminiftratiom wicked or cor- 
rupt, which, under Heaven, has advanced 
our nation to a degree of profperity, to which 
there is no parallel in the hiftory of man-

On the ‘other hand, I do not think that the 
pelitics of the anti-federalifls have been al- 
Ways wrong tn every particular inflance, 
much lefs an I dilpofed to call them by op- 
probrious names ; but their leading meaf- 


“yres, the general outlines of their plans tend- 


ed to fink this country to a condition of de- 
pendance and tribuiary vaflalage ; and would 
have flampéd it with eternal infamy. But 
for the exertions of the federalifls, the Arms 
of the United States might properly have 
been engraven on the triumphal car of Bon- 
aparte. ,
